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Claims 

What is claimed is: 

^. An intubation instrument, a portion of which is for insertion into a 
patient Ihrough the patient's mouth, comprising: 
albody having a handle attached thereto; 

ara elongate arm having an elongate base portion attached to the body 
and an elongate lifter portion having a smooth surface for engaging the patient's 
epiglottisjand a distal end for insertion distal-end first through a patient's mouth; 

said lifter portion being at least 3 centimeters long and extending from said 
base portion by at least a 5 degree angle.

The intubation instrument of claim 1 , further including a viewer 


positioned in the vicinity of the area where the base portion meets the lifter

said lifter portion being at least as long as said base portion and extending 
from seid base portion by at least a 5 degree angle.
